Rada, Beam, and 
Dana will open the season at AA Rocket City; Montgomery will return to High A Tri-City (where he ended 2024) with an opportunity for a quick bump up to 
join the others in AA.

McCray, whom we acquired from San Francisco at last season’s Deadline for Carlos Estevez, was eliminated by default due to an untimely case of 
plantar fasciitis. He’s due back two weeks into the season and will open on a rehab assignment at Salt Lake with an opportunity to join us in Anaheim 
shortly thereafter. 

LeBlanc is a quintessential “Quad A” player who has posted consecutive strong seasons at AAA (120 wRC+ in 2023 and 113 wRC+ in 2024) but 
doesn’t do enough things well to be anything other than an injury call-up in the bigs. His fate was more or less sealed when we signed Duvall as the 
right-handed 1B/DH type, and Duvall can also play above-average defense in the outfield corners (LeBlanc is mostly limited to 1B/3B). 

Once McCray went down, Jordyn Adams’ spot on the Opening Day roster was essentially secured. Like McCray, Adams’ value is derived from his 
defense and speed. He swiped 35-of-42 bags at AAA last season and was 44-for-49 the year prior. Between Adams and Mastrobuoini (and McCray, 
when he returns), Ron Wash should feel confident cranking up the running game and deploying these two as frequently as possible in pinch-running 
and spots. Despite his porous bat, Adams should expect to start roughly half of our games in center field with Trout rotating through the DH spot and 
occasionally the outfield corners to take pressure off of his injury-ravaged body. 

With Adams penciled in as the 12th rosteree, the final spot was down to Mickey Moniak and Jo Adell. Man, talk about a fall from grace for these two 
once-ballyhooed prospects. With little differentiation between the two, Moniak “won” the job because he’s a better runner and makes more contact, 
but more importantly, he’s out of options, whereas Adell had one remaining. Would most teams care about exposing Moniak to waivers? Nope. But 
most teams have better depth than we do, and we simply cannot afford to give away a viable 4th/5th outfielder type who plays elite outfield defense.

Other than the fight for the fifth starter’s spot, there wasn’t much intrigue on the pitching side. Dane Dunning significantly out-pitched Griffin 
Canning and Chase Silseth. Canning picked up right where he left off in 2024, totaling a negative K-BB ratio and looking far too hittable in the strike 
zone (1.8 HR/9 last season). He’s entering his final year of team control, and barring a miraculous turnaround, will be pitching his final year in 
Anaheim in 2025. He’s going to be the long man/mop-up guy to start the year with Silseth in a multi-inning, higher-leverage role. Dunning is the SP5.

For as long as Mike Trout remains healthy, this looks like a decent, league average offense. Logan O’Hoppe’s offseason surge along with continued 
development from Nolan Schanuel and Zach Neto gives us one of the better “core four” hitting groups in the American League. There’s not much 
depth behind them in the lineup, but we’re vastly improved over last season. 
The below lineup constructions are going to be quite fluid. Ideally, Trout will start 1-2 times per week in CF while rotating through RF and DH. 
O’Hoppe’s dicey defense behind the plate will also lead to him being a once-or-twice per week DH candidate with Pablo Aliendo drawing starts on 
those days. 
After getting extensive looks at Miguel Rojas in Spring Training, the scouts think that Father Time has, in fact, started to catch up with him. His 
defensive marks have taken a big hit and he looks noticeably slower and less rangy. I’m not convinced he’s better than Neto defensively, which is 
somewhat of a shocking statement. Neto might end up sticking at SS, after all.

who is due back from his strained oblique around the end of April. 


Kenny Rosenberg “won” the final bullpen job because we wanted a second lefty behind Jose Hernandez. He’s on-par skills-wise with some of the 
guys whom we sent to Salt Lake but is one of precious few LHP in the upper levels of this organization.

e March 22: We signed Jon Berti (who is somehow already 35 years old) to a minor league deal with no contingency and a straight-up $150K bonus. 
He was frequently banged-up last year with the Yankees and split his time between AAA and MLB, posting a 108 wRC+ in Scranton and an 80 wRC+ 
with the Yankees. Despite his advanced age, he’s still an excellent base stealer and runner, though he’s clearly slipped as a shortstop defender. He'll 
be at Salt Lake to start the year but will inevitably be up when we have an injury or two and need a versatile bench bat. 


“This system is still weak overall and lacks a bona fide star at the top, but it’s miles ahead of where it was at the start of last season thanks to a well-rounded 
2024 Draft class and some internal development in the lower levels of the organization.” - OSA Scouting Team

Rocket City looks like the place to catch a game for all of you ravenous Angels’ prospect hounds, as Drew Beam and Caden Dana will anchor the 
Trash Pandas’ rotation. Because of the unique challenges wrought by pitching in Salt Lake, we’ve decided that — once they’re ready — both pitchers 
will skip over AAA entirely and go directly to Anaheim. I’m unsure of which will arrive first, but Beam might have the slight upper hand given that he’s 
a year older and has superior control of the running game and fielding his position, though Dana is remarkably polished for a 21-year-old who was 


drafted out of high school.
